If on receiving shipment any items are for any 
reason unsatisfactory, they may be returned for refund or cred- 
it on exchange, provided they are returned within 5 days. We 
do not guarantee growth, flower production nor results of bulb 
or bulblet crop, because the conditions of planting and culture, 
weather and pest damage are not within our control. 


We advise you to order early while our stock is complete 
in order to avoid disappointment. 


BULB SIZES 


Large bulbs have diameters of 1% inch and up. 
Medium bulbs have diameters of % inch to 1% inch. 
Small bulbs have diameters of less than % inch.
